| the death of NFL Hall of 
Famer Walter Payton on 
Monday November 1, 1999 of bile 
duct cancer at age 45. Payton had 
been fighting a rare liver disease 
when the cancer set in and eventually 
took his life. He is survived by his 
wife, Connie. his son, Jarrett, and 


daughter, Brittney. 

If you go by the sheer numbers, 
Payton was the best. In 13 seasons 
for the NFL Chicago Bears, Payton 
amassed some serious stats. In 3,838 
attempts, "Sweetness" rushed for a 
NFL record 16,726 yards. He holds 
the record for the most 1,000-yard 
seasons with 10, the most 100-yard 
rushing games with 77, and the most 
yards rushed in a single game with 
275. Other career highlights include 
nine Pro-Bowl selections, two-time 
NFL MVP, a total net yardage of 
21,803 yards, all of this while miss- 
ing only one game. 

Statistically, Sweetness was awe- 
some, arguably the best player ever to 
play the game. But if you were close 
to him or ever played with him, you

knew what kind of person he really 
was. Those who knew him best 
know that he was a very easy going 
person with the best work ethic. "The 
guy didn't want to lose, didn't want to 
be tackled, didn't want to miss a 
game," said former teammate Jim 
McMahon. "To miss one game in his 
career was phenomenal. | couldn't 
figure out how he could do 
it week after week." 

Former coach Mike Ditka 
commented on the Walter 
Paytont he knew. . . "He 
affected so many people in 
a positive way, not only 
through athletic prowess, 
but through his generosity 
and for the way he lived 
his life." 

Payton was very suc- 
cessful off the field as 
well. In 1998 Walter con- 
tinued his many philan- 
thropic works through his 
Walter Payton Foundation 
and the Alliance for the 
Children. Through his per- 
sonal involvement and 
devotion to children's causes he eased 
the suffering of many of our nation's 
neediest children. 

Unfortunately, suffering caught up to 
Payton. He was known for his dura- 
bility and relentless drive when he 
played, but God told him to throw in 
the towel. Payton was courageous in 
every step in football and in his final 
fight against cancer. 

Walter's brother, Eddie, spoke of 
what his brother left us: "I think 
Walter's legacy will be that of a man 
with a God-given ability that got the 
most out of it at every possible 
chance. He did it with pride, he did it 
with dignity, he did it with respect for 
the game."

Freedom of Speech? 

The student newspaper at 
Hofstra University appears to be 
the only college paper to bite at 
a controversial ad peddled to 
college newspapers across the 
country (including the Courier). 
Hofstra editors are trying to deal 


with angry reaction to their deci- 
sion to run a 27-page advertising 
insert that features a revisionist 
history of the Holocaust. The 
ad's creator, Bradley R. Smith of 
California, has repeatedly 
attempted to place the ad in stu- 
dent newspapers across the coun- 
try for the past few years, but 
Hofstra is believed to the only 
college to publish it. At a two- 
hour forum, the newspaper's edi- 
tor and some faculty members 
defended the paper's decision as 
an act of free speech and a cata- 
lyst for debate. Others argued 
that rejecting ads does not 
restrict speech, and that the 
Holocaust's existence is not open 
for debate.

In 
another incident, three 
women religious and one 
native, were killed in Costa 
Rica. 

Graduates also killed six 
Jesuit priests, their house- 
keeper, and the housekeeper's 
daughter. In Zucaulpo, El 
Salvador, all the men in the 
village were killed one night 
because they were suspected 
of housing guerrillas. 

"It is absolutely immoral 
and we are paying for this," 
Marge Clark said.

he was pressured to resign 
because of his refusal to wear 
clothing with the Nike logo 
James Keady claims in the suit 
that St. John's officials objected 
to him criticizing the university's 
3.5-million apparel contract with 
Nike that was signed last year. 
Keady, a former theology student 
at St. John's, said in an interview 
that he will not wear Nike cloth- 
ing because he opposes Nike's 
labor practices in Vietnam and 
elsewhere, and believes they vio- 
late the teachings of the Catholic 
Church. A St. John's spokesper- 
son said he could not comment 
on Keady's claim that he was 
forced to resign. A Nike 
spokesperson has said that the 
lawsuit has no merit and that 
Nike will "defend against it vig- 
orously."

At the protest, the police 
set up a line that isn't sup. 
posed to be crossed by the 
protesters. 

There was a lot of praying 
and the protesters each held q 
white cross with the name of 
a missing or deceased person 
on it as they crossed the line, 
As a speaker called off the 
names, protesters walked for- 
ward and crossed . 

This year, 4,408 crossed, 
including all three members 
of the Clarke contingent, but 
only 20 to 39 people were 
arrested. 

It is important to note that 
this past summer, a bill was 
proposed to cut the funding 
to the School of Americas by 
ten percent. It failed to pass 
by an 8-7 vote. 

"Legislators need to know 
we care," Marge says. ‘I 
think a campus wide al 
Clarke effort would be effec- 
tive."
